In compliance with the first part of the foregoing order, the Commissioners 
furnished a return dated 19 April last, specifying the name of the owner of 
each estate on which the quit-rents were purchased, the amount of quit-rents so

induces the Commissioners to order the redemption of the quit-rents) that the 
quit-rent redeemed extends over several lots, and those lots are generally sold at 
dmerent rates of purchase to different persons : and 

5. It would be impossible to ascertain what lots in particular have been subject 
to the quit rent redeemed in each case, without examining the conveyances and 
reperusing the abstracts of title, which would be a work of great labour, and 
would at the present juncture very much impede the public business of the 
Incumbered Estates Commissioners. 

For these several reasons, and more especially as the order specifies no basis 
upon which the number of years’ purchase is to be calculated, the Commissioners 
found it impossible to comply with the portion of the order last alluded to ; but 
tlie Commissioners beg to call attention to a previous order of the House of
